The stories of the two crews 
differ, bu t the p rev ailing op inion of 
those who saw the accident seems to 
be that the C. II. & D. engineer cou ld 
hav e av oided the accident. 
The C. 
H. & D. enginemen say they did not 
hear the Big Fou r whistle, and that 
they whistled. 
They say they had 
ju st p ick ed u p a car off the siding 
and were ru nning slow when they saw 
the Big Fou r train. The engineer re­ 
v ersed, p u t on the 
emergency and 
ju mp ed. 
The fireman did not hav e 
time to ju mp as he was on the side 
away from the wreck . It seems that 
there is enou gh clear sp ace allowing 
a good v iew to p rev ent a smash-u p 
if p rop er care had been ex ercised. 
“It seems to me that y ou cou ld 
hav e seen the Big Fou r in time to 
hav e stop p ed since y ou had only a 
light train and were not, as y ou say , 
going fast,” was a statem ent made to 
a member of the C. II. & D. crew. 
“Well all we had time to do was to 
rev erse and ju mp, and then we cou ld j 
not p rev ent the wreck . I did not hear j 
the Big Fou r whistle,” was the rep ly . ! 
A member of the Big Fou r crew ( 
say s the C. II. & T). did not whistle ; 
*ior the crossing, and that the train 
was going at a good rate, lie said the 
C. H. & 1>. men cou ld hav e seen the 
freight a lot sooner if they had been 
look ing. 
He said the Big Fou r whis­ 
tled and had the crossing. All trains 
are su p p osed to stop before p assing 
ov er the crossing and two or three 
who saw the accident say that the 
• Big Fou r did not stop entirely as the 
switch to the Lak e Erie main track 
liad been op ened for them. 
Sev eral smash-u p s hav e o ccurred 
sat this crossing althou gh 
no ne of 
IrTaem hav e been seriou s. Ho wev er, it 
hs tho ug ht that this o ne will result in 
'the establishment of an interlo cking

^ es. say s H. Helm Clay ton, America’s 
most di-iing mshed meteorolog ist, who 
has for six teen y ears made a careful 
study of upper air currents. Not only 
may we g o, taking adv antag e of what 
has become known to meteorolog ists 
as “ the g reat hig hway of the air,” but 
we may return, for this hig hway is 
not a one way route, but issues re­ 
turn tickets to all who will study its 
schedules and take 
adv antag e 
of 
them with the proper equipment. The 
rails of this v ast circuit road of the 
upper air are laid, so to speak, ev en 
the motiv e power is prov ided; 
the 
knowledg e of the schedules has been 
furnished us by Professor Clay ton 
and other careful scientific observ ­ 
ers; 
the only remaining need is the 
safe and sure equipment for reach­ 
ing this upper air current and stay ing 
in ii until the desired point is reach­ 
ed, and men daring enoug h to trust 
their liv es to the first v oy ag e and thus 
point the way to thousands of eag er 
followers. 
In other words, a balloon sev eral 
miles hig h at the latitude of Boston, 
finds a wind blowing from west to 
east which is as dependable as the 
motion of the earth itself, which will 
whisk it across 3000 miles of sea at 
a rate of speed far ex ceeding that of 
the swiftest ocean liner. 
At a point 
near the equator it would find an 
equally steady return current which 
would waft it at equal speed back to 
America. 
With a dirig ible, capable 
of seeking fav orable local winds or 
proceeding ag ainst moderately 
un­ 
fav orable ones to trav erse the space 
from Eng land to the Canary Islands 
or from Key W est to Boston it can 
be seen that a circuit would be es­ 
tablished which would 
hav e 
g reat 
possibilities, ev en to the rev olution­ 
izing of the passeng er 
serv ice 
be­ 
tween this country and 
Europe.—

Rushv ille Will! 


After a long, tedious session Con­ 
gress has at last passed the Pay ne 
tariff bill and President Taft has 
signed the same, editorializes the 
Noblesv ille Ledger. 
It was a most 
difficult job. 
With the div erse in­ 
dustries and.interests of the country 
it is no wonder that there was a di­ 
v ersity of opinion among the law 
makers. The questions at issue were 
not so much of principle as of mere 
rates and schedules. 
Protection and 
free trade doctrines were not dis­ 
cussed. 
The main contention was on 
certain schedules, such as the rates 
on iron ore, lumber, hides, cotton, 
coal, etc. 
Senators from the South, 
free traders or tariff for rev enue 
only in theory , v oted for protection 
to their interests. 
Senators from the 
North, protectiouists 
in profession, 
v oted for free lumber, hides, etc. 
Ev en on the final v ote on the bill, 
sev en Republicans v oted against it 
Among these was Senator Bev eridge 
of Indiana. 
Party lines were loosely 
drawn. 
Democrats v oted their indi­ 
v idual sentiments as reflected by their 
respectiv e districts. 
And so did Re­ 
publican Senators. 
But for so doing 
none will be read out of their party . 
Rather will they gain the respect and 
confidence of the people for showing 
their courage and independence. 
In 
fact, it is a good sign when great 
economic problems are before our 
legislativ e bodies that the members 
thereof 
think for themselv es 
and 
v ote as their conscience directs, and 
as their 
constituents 
would hav e 
them v ote. This rule has been adopt­ 
ed more in this special session than 
in any in the history of Congress. 
The Pay ne 
bill is a Republican 
measure and is a protection docu­ 
ment. 
It does not please ev ery body , 
but no bill ev er did. 
It is probably 
too ex treme in its protectiv e features 
to suit certain section of the country 
—particularly the Middle West. For 
that reason 
Senators from 
these 
States were justified in v oting against 
it. But they are nev ertheless Repub­ 
licans and protectionists, and will be 
honored and endorsed for their man­ 
ly courage and independence. 
When 
we realize that our great progress 
and 
prosperity hav e been 
largely 
brought about by our protectiv e sy s­ 
tem, we must admit that it is better 
to err a little on the side of protec­ 
tion than to cripple our industries 
and deplete the public treasury by 
going too far towards free trade. 
There is not a great deal of differ­ 
ence between the rates in the Dingley 
and Pay ne bills, but there was no 
need of radical changes in the former 
law. 
Many things hav e been put on 
the free list, and rates lowered that 
will stimulate industry and cheapen 
the products to thb consumer. 
Some 
rates hav e been raised, but these are 
on lux uries which are bought by the 
rich and can afford to pay the tax . 
Under the new law it 
is firmly be­ 
liev ed that the country will enter up­ 
on an era of unsurpassed prosperity .

When the I. & C. traction line was 
being built to Connersv ille, there was 
some talk of a park .on the banks of 
Williams Creek, near the mammoth 
fill, say s the Connersv ille News. The 
many adv antages of such a resort 
and the ex cellent site afforded by a 
part of the Wilson Ball farm, ly ing 
east of the creek and north of the 
traction line, receiv ed some passing 
discussion, but no definite step to­

F or he liked to b e where he could get a

or hartb eest Instead. 
"There isn’t a scrap of doub t.” said he, 
“ This diet’s exceedingly good for me. 
For I grow’ fat, fat, fatter. 
W hat on earth does It m at, mat, m atter 
If the way that I creep on the b easts in 
their sleep 
Makes the poor things scat, scat, scat­ 
ter?” 
He hunted game in the moonshine b right. 
W ith never a thought of harm . 
But he got quite a fright when there 
hoved in sight 
Teddy armed to the teeth w ith a knife In 
sheath 
And a rifle b eneath his arm. 
The colonel plugged him, with a laygh, 
W hile Kerm lt took his photograph. 
Said he: ’’Those W all street b oys would
